“ You can forget about them," 
said one of the men aboard the 
Alaska Ferry Taku, loaned for 
the rescue effort by Alaska Gov. 
William Egan. 
“ Oli yes, they're dead," a 
companion added. 
Hut searchers who still probed 
tli rough snow and crushed 
buildings at the site held out 
some hope. 
“ It would be crazy to go in 
there witti an attitude of no 
hope," said Col. W.H.V. Math­ 
ews, Canadian army coordina­ 
tor of the rescue. 
Among the survivors on the 
Taku were two brothers from 
Quebec, who were working deep 
in a tunnel when the slide struck 
Thursday morning. 
“ We may never get out here 
alive," Jacques Ritchie, 21, of 
Ville Mare, recalled telling his 
brother, Gus, when they real­ 
ized the entrance to the tunnel 
was closed. 
But they escaped through a 
crack to find the campsite gone 
except 
for four buildings. 
“ There was twisted steel and 
wood scattered as farastheeye 
could see," said Jacques. 
They told of hearing voices 
crying for help. 
“ We dug in the snow with our 
hands where the sounds seemed 
to come from, but then the 
voices came from somewhere 
else," Gus said. 
It was nearly coffee time for 
the estimated 150 men at the 
copper mine when the ava­ 
lanche slid down from Le Due 
Glacier. 
A dozen men had gone into 
the camp coffee shop for the 
morning break. “ They never 
came out alive," said the broth­ 
ers.A helicopter shuttle service 
Friday plucked the estimated 
100 uninjured survivors from 
the camp to a temporary rescue 
center at ChicaminRiver, Alas­ 
ka.Helicopters brought 22 injured 
men directly to Ketchikan for 
hospital treatment.

EST into 
the Sea of Tranquillity, a dusty 
plain tabbed as a possible land* 
ing site for astronauts five 
years m the future. 
A rousing cheer froma crowd 
of 300 at the Jet Propulsion Lab* 
oratory, which made and guided 
tlie Ranger, went up at the mo» 
ment of impact. 
Later, at a news conference, 
Rangei project director Harris 
Schuirmeier, said: “ The video 
signals look excellent, and the 
pictures probably will be at 
least as good as those from 
Ranger 7." 
Actually, laboratory experts 
expected them to be better, due 
to technical improvements and 
more favorable lighting of the 
lunar surface. 
Scientists turned on Ranger 
8’s six cameras 10 minutes ear­ 
lier than originally planned, and 
as a result expected to get near­ 
ly double the 4,316 shots ob­ 
tained last July 31 from Ranger 
l • 
Ranger pictures in the final 
seconds before impact a re rated 
about 2,000 times better than 
photos 
through earth tele­ 
scopes. 
Impact was only 15 miles 
from the target point selected 
when the craft was launched 
from Cape Kennedy, Fla., 
Wednesday. 
The first six shots in the Ran­ 
ger moon probe series failed to 
achieve their missions. 
Ranger 8's cameras were 
turned on when the craft was 1,- 
350 miles above the lunar sur­ 
face, streaking in at about 4,400 
miles per hour. 
Ranger 8's 234,000-mile voy­ 
age took about 66 hours and, 
except for a late-hour decision 
to run its cameras 10 minutes 
longer than originally planned, 
was virtually a duplicate of 
Ranger 7's flight. 
Running the cameras longer 
enabled Ranger 8, sweeping 
from left to right across the 
face of the moon, to take pic­ 
tures of huge craters and a 
mountainous area west of the 
broad plan around the target 
point. 
A team of five scientists was 
expected to disclose late today 
just how many pictures Ranger 
8 obtained and give some idea 
of what they show about the lu­ 
nar surface. 
Scientists expected Ranger8*s 
pictures to be superior to those 
of Ranger 7 because of technical 
Improvements in some of the 
cameras, and because of better 
lighting on the moon at the time 
they were taken. 
Today's shots were snapped 
near the moon's shadow line, 
thus were expected to have 
more contrast and better defini­ 
tion of detail because of long 
shadows cast by mountains, 
rocks and other features. TTie 
shadows could reveal craters to 
shallow or too small for Ranger 
7 to detect. 
Ranger 7 crashed m the Mar 
Nubium, or Sea of Clouds, 
which later was renamed the 
Mare Cognitum, or “Sea that 
has Become Known." It is about 
1,000 miles west of the Sea of 
Tranquillity. 
Tranquillity is lighter than 
Cognitum. Scientists believe 
this may mean its surface is 
smoother and thus more suita­ 
ble for man's landings, planned 
for this decade.¿Findings of the 
Ranger series—«bother shot is 
slated for ext month—are ex­ 
pected to help in design of moon 
lauding equipment and selection 
of the astronaut * lauding point. 
Field of vision for Ranger 8's 
cameras ranged from an area 
of 200 by 300 miles at camera 
turn-on, down to an area the 
si/e of a city lot in the final sec­ 
ond.Tliis was the sequence of 
events as Ranger 8 approached 
the moon:

As a result of this panic, public 
p ressu re has mounted to a point 
that government officials tend to 
‘play it safe’. 
After all, if a 
new research drug is not re­ 
leased, this is the ‘safe’ way. 
That highlights the grave prob­ 
lem . 
No one opposes reason­ 
able drug regulation. 
But the 
destructiveness of 
extrem e 
regulatory m easures should be 
evident to all. 
If research is 
ham pered and discouraged, un­ 
known numbers of people will 
needlessly suffer and die, be­ 
cause some new drug that could 
have saved them wasn’t there.

Com mittee, the Soviets again 
are on a “ collision course” 
with the U.S. 
A nti-Castro labor exiles who 
have just come here from W est­ 
ern 
Hemispheric parleys in 
C entral America, report that 
. the new Soviet concentration o f. 
forces came after a secret pact 
between Moscow and Havana 
some time last year. The So­ 
viets Intensified their buildup 
after turning Nikita Khrushchev 
into an un-person. 


The Brezhnev-Shelepin-Kosy- 
gin collective leadership appar­ 
ently decided that the C astro 
brothers would not “ Tito” to 
Peking. 
Since then the Russians have 
skillfully exploited the bearded* 
figure of Fidel Castro by exalt­ 
ing his image through th eir 
extraordinary propaganda m a­ 
chine in Latin America. 


This campaign has been so 
successful that throughout the 
Caribbean, Central and South 
Am erica the talk no longer is 
of 
Moscow 
Communism, o r 
Sino-Communism or 
Mao or 
Lenin, but of Castro Commun­ 
ism . 
Last November the politburos 
of the Soviet’s 22 Latin Com­ 
munist parties were summoned 
to a special plenum session in 
Havana. They were told that 
“ Fidel” would be the nominal 
Communist leader from then on. 
Thus 
the 
Soviets 
assured 
them selves of the C astro broth­ 
e r s ’ loyalty and outmaneuvered 
the distant Chinese m ainland- 
e rs . 
In addition to handing Fidel 
this propaganda triumph, the 
Soviets agreed to supply the 
necessary equipment for te r­ 
ro rist attacks in Latin Amer­ 
ica—especially against U.S. in­ 
stallations— much 
in the grim 
m anner of the Viet Cong guer­ 
rilla s. 
Countries especially selected 
for such attacks are Peru, Ven­ 
ezuela, Colombia, Haiti, Guate­ 
mala, Honduras, and Paraguay. 
The first of such raids hit a 
U.S. m ilitary m ission in Peru 
ea rlie r this month. O thers will 
follow. The Russians realize 
this terro rism can have little 
real impact despite the bloody 
nature of the assaults. 
But the Soviets are willing to 
hum or the C astros as long as 
th e Cuban government does 
not make it awkward for Mos­ 
cow to maintain a big m ilitary 
base on the island. 
If Havana and Moscow deny 
such a build up, there Is a 
sim ple way to loarn quickly 
exactly what “ hardw are” the 
Soviets have m erely 90 m iles 
off the U.S. Coast. 
The Russians can fulfill their 
prom ise to facilitate neutral 
inspection of Cuba, It will be 
recalled they 
made 
such 
a 
prom ise during the near col­ 
lision hack In 1962. 


The Washington Merry-Go-Round

WASHINGTON — hi diagnos­ 
ing why we got em broiled in the 
_ Vietnamese im passe where we 
are damned if we pull out and 
damned if we stay in, secret 
reports show President Dwight 
D. Eisenhower should be given 
credit for being reasonably con­ 
sistent. 
During hectic backstage de­ 
bates 
over United States in­ 
volvement, he usually opposed 
the pressures of Admiral Rad­ 
ford and Vice President Nixon 
to intervene, and John Foster 
Dulles, who vacillated. 
The story is im portant to any 
understanding of the 18 years of 
tragic fighting in Indochina and 
the tough problem s the Johnson 
adm inistration faces there to. 
day. 
It began early in 1954 when, 
on January 
12, Secretary of 
State 
Dulles 
pronounced his 
famous doctrine of “ instant re­ 
taliation at tim es and places 
of our choosing.” Yet, at the 
same time, he hinted we might 
give ground by adding, “ It is 
normal that at som e tunes and 
at some places there may be 
setbacks to the cause of free­ 
dom.” It was assum ed he was 
referring to Indochina. 
But Eisenhower, except on 
one occasion, was consistent. 
On February 12, he declared 
that all-out UJ>. into 
in 
Indochina would be a tragedy. 
On February 17, lie reiterated 
that the United States would 
not support colonialism in Indo­ 
china. 
On 
March 
10, 
he 
promised 
the 
United 
States 
would not get involved In the 
Indochina war without die au­ 
thority of C ongress. 
Ike’s pronouncem ents 
were 
based on the N avarre Plan, 
which called for mopping up the 
Communist 
g uerrillas slowly 
and system atically. But, in late 
March of 1954, General Ely, 
the top French com mander, a r­ 
rived in Washington to report 
that the N avarre Plan was fail­ 
ing and that France might lose 
Indochina. 
There 
were even 
hints the French might pull out 
altogether. 
—IKK CHANGED TUNE— 
A s a result, the National Se­ 
curity Council decided we must 
save Indochina and, on March 
24, Ike’s statem ents eiianged. 
Indochina, he declared, was of 
“ transcendent importance*’ to 


the 
United 
States. However, 
when Nixon leaked to the A m eri­ 
can Society of Newspaper Edi­ 
to rs, on April 16, that the United 
S tates was considering sending 
troops to Indochina, the reac­ 
tion from the public and Con- 
g ress was so violent that the 
Eisenhower adm inistration im­ 
m ediately backtracked. 
There has been speculation 
as to how history would have 
been written had Nixon been 
m ore adept in answering the 
editor’s questions. His revela­ 
tion that the United States was 
planning to send troops was not 
part of his formal speech. The 
Londpn Daily Telegraph, not 
bound by the secrecy pledge 
taken by American editors,pub­ 
lished his statem ent, and it 
ricocheted 
acro ss 
the 
At­ 
lantic, making headlines with 
each crossing. 
The protest of the A m erican 
people was emphatic and un­ 
equivocal. They wanted no part 
of involvement in the Indochina 
W ar. 
It was at this point that Ad­ 
m iral A rthur Radford, chief tub- 
thum per 
for 
intervention, 
turned to our allies abroad, 
after Nixon dropped the word 
that the United States was plan­ 
ning to land troops. Anthony 
Eden, then British Foreign Min­ 
iste r, got on the transatlantic 
telephone to warn Washington 
in no uncertain term s ttiat if 
the United States got into the 
Indochinese war it would have 
to fight without allies. 
—THE ADMIRAL 
WENT TOPSIDE— 
However, Radford went over 
Eden’s head direct to Winston 
C hurchill. It was an am azing 
role for a m ilitary man to play. 
C hurchill was strong for the 
preservation of an allied front 
against Communist expansion 
in the F ar East, but there was 
one tiling he worried about even 
m ore — namely, Hong Kong. 
This B ritish rock off the coast 
of China was worth m ore to 
him as a symbol of B ritish 
might ttian the loss of Indo­ 
china and the threat to the rub­ 
ber and tin of M alaysia. So 
when Admiral Radford talked 
alxjut a naval blockade of the 
China coast, Churchill began 
to worry about Hong Kong. A 
blockade would kill its trade, 
hi the end he threw his weight 


against Radford and American 
intervention. 
The last French plea for 
American aid was made April 
23, 1954. The B ritish cabinet 
met April 25, and afterw ards 
Foreign M inister Eden flew to 
Geneva to report that the B rit­ 
ish Tory government would not 
even give m oral backing to in­ 
tervention. It’s significant to 
note that, in contrast, Britain’s 
labor government is supporting 
President Johnson today. 
It was after the British con­ 
servatives refused support that 
the French turned to Foreign 
M inister Molotov in Moscow. 
It was actually Molotov who in­ 
tervened with the Red Chinese 
and liailed out the French and 
dictated the com prom ise ground 
rules for Indochina for the next 
ten years. 
—MOSCOvV TO RESCUE— 
Since 
the 
Eisenhower ad­ 
m inistration had failed to back 
up its tough talk about coming 
to France’s rescue we were in 
no position to object 
to t h e 
French appeal to Moscow. Thus 
Molotov com pletely took over 
at the Geneva Conference which 
carved up Indochina. 
As for John F o ster Dulles, he 
seemed more interested in im­ 
pressing Congress than the ac­ 
tual term s of the Indochina set­ 
tlem ent. 
The adm inistration had taken 
a secret poll on Capitol Hill to 
find out how many Congressmen 
would support any decisive mili­ 
tary action in Indochina. The 
poll showed only five congress­ 
men willing to see the United 
States go to w ar. So, from the 
Geneva 
Conference 
which 
carved Indochina into North and 
South Vietnam, Laos, and Cam­ 
bodia, Dulles was busy sending 
telegram s liack to Washington 
with Instructions to Under Sec­ 
retary of State Bedell Smith to 
call congressional leaders to­ 
gether to pass on Dulles’s grave 
pronouncements 
on 
the dan­ 
gers of Indochina. 
The dangers w ere grave in­ 
deed, but Am erican policy con­ 
tinued 
its 
inconclusive, 
in­ 
definite 
vacillation 
for 
ten 
years. It was not until President 
Johnson, rightly o r wrongly, or­ 
dered a ir raids on North Viet­ 
nam that the re st of the world 
had any concrete idea of exactly 
where we stood. 


The controversy over the cost, 
safety and efficacy of p resc rip ­ 
tion drugs has been prolonged.

Swinging on 1-55 from I). S. 01 
at a point three miles north of 
the Ark-Mo state line, motorists 
can now drive to Memphis and 
other towns and cities in the 
South completely on 1-55, and 
between 
Hayti 
and Memphis 
there is not a single traffic 
light to stop you, so, for the 
first time in automobile his­ 
tory, it is non-stop to Mem­ 
phis, that is unless you want 
to stop somewhere along the 
way. You also by-pass all of 
those Arkansas towns that you 
form erly had to drive through. 
Why do we appear to place so 
much importance on automo­ 
bile travel to Memphis? Mainly 
because 
the 
lower Missouri 
Dootlieel is more Identified with 
that city commercially and so­ 
cially than any other. Many area 
business firms are served by 
Memphis wholesale suppliers, 
and in addition we have quite 
a number of former Bootheel 
citizens living down there. Also 
a sizable number of our high 
school graduates are in Mem­ 
phis attending college or work­ 
ing. You are likely to run into 
them most anywhere in the city 
--I walked into the lobby of a 
large motel at Union and Bell- 
vue one day and found two Bragg 
Ci t y 
High School 
graduates 
working the desk. Thus, con­ 
venient 
and fast automobile 
travel to and from Memphis 
makes it possible to keep in 
close contact all the way around. 
It appears that Portageville, 
New Madrid and Slkeston and 
other towns in that region have 
a strong identification with St. 
Louis, so the recent opening 
of an additional link of 1-55 
which completed a stretch run­ 
ning from Slkeston to Fruitland, 
Mo., about 10 miles north of 
Cape Girardeau, was very good 
news. 
Other important highway news 
for the area was the recent an­ 
nouncement by the Tennessee 
Highway Commission of plans 
to build that 
state's link with' 
the site of the bridge across 
the Mississippi River to lie con­ 
structed at a point a few miles 
south of Caruthersville, which 
will then be connected with 1-55 
on 
the southern 
outskirts of 
Hayti. 
The Tennessee plans call for 
15.4 miles of highway running 
from U. S. Highway 51 a short 
distance north of Dyersburg to 
the bridge site at an estimated 
cost of $27,794,000.

River, like a lot of other towns 
up and down the river have lx»en 
doing. This, oi course, has got 
to 
stop 
as called 
for under 
relatively new state and fed­ 
eral laws. Caruthersville was 
given a certain amount of time 
to construct a new sewage dis­ 
posal system and “ disconnect" 
from the river. That was two 
y e a rs ago when the Water Pol­ 
lution Control Board notified 
the City to quit Using the riv­ 
er, but since then two exten­ 
sions of the deadline have been 
granted, the last one expiring 
in August of this year. 
Starting to work almost im­ 
mediately on the problem, on 
receiving the official notice to 
quit 
using the 
river, 
the 
Caruthersville city administra­ 
tion had an engineering firm 
design 
and plan1 
what was 
needed to do the job correctly, 
and the estimated cost came up 
as $908,000. A revenue liondis­ 
sue* was then voted by the city 
in the amount of $484,000 which 
left $424,000 to be acquired 
from other sources. The Fed­ 
eral Government has a grant 
program going to help pay the 
cost of such projects, but the 
rub came, according to Mayor 
B. F, Rogers, when Uncle Sam 
declined to let Caruthersville 
have all of the $424,000. 
So awhile back Mayor Rogers, 
accompanied by Horace Duna- 
gan 
and City Counselor Jim 
Ed Reeves, took off for Wash­ 
ington, I). C., to tell their muni­ 
cipal troubles to Senators Stuart 
Symington and Edward Long, 
Representative Paul C. Jones, 
and a couple of federal agen­ 
cies dealing with the problem 
they had to solve. 
Sen. Symington subsequently 
brought the issue up on the 
Senate floor, and thus got it 
before Congress. This week 
Mayor Rogers 
said that even 
President Johnson had inter­ 
ested himself in the matter by 
recommending that the gov­ 
ernment increase its grant par­ 
ticipation in such program s. 
Rogers also said that Caruth­ 
ersville is now being used as a 
sort of “ guinea pig" in Con­ 
gress to try to get the grant 
maximum increased. “ If they 
get it done, it will help every 
other town in Missouri need- 
*ing such assistance, in addition, 
to C aruthersville," he said. 
Because of the involved nature 
of its program, Rogers said that 
Caruthersville would be granted 
another time extension from the 
present August deadline by the 
Water Pollution Board for dis­ 
connecting its sewage disposal 
system from the river. 
In Hayti where a new lagoon 
type sewage disposal system is 
planned to replace a mechanical 
treatm ent plant, Mayor L. R. 
Bain said that he received a 
telegram Wednesday inform­ 
ing him that a federal grant of 
$34,800 for the Hayti project 
had been approved. The 
city 
previously had voted a $150,- 
000 bond issue for the purpose. 
The next step will be advertis­ 
ing Tor bids on the construction 
which will include two lagoons, 
one covering 10 acres located 
north of the city at the present 
treatm ent plant site, 
and an­ 
other covering five acres in the 
southwest section of the city.

Nearly 
everyone 
connected 
with the business of farming 
stresses the need for good rec­ 
ords. These same people, in­ 
cluding many farm ers, often 
say their records are not near­ 
ly as complete and accurate 
as they should lie. 
After working with farm ers 
for several years, I have de­ 
cided there are three very im­ 
portant things to do if you are 
to make maximum use of farm 
records. 
F irst, decide what use you 
will make of your records after 
you have kept them. Is it for 
income tax reporting only? Then 
organize your records for in- 
- come tax reporting only. 
But records for income tax re­ 
porting only — will not give 
you the farm business infor­ 
mation that you often need. 
Modern farming requires con­ 
siderable amounts of borrowed 
money. Your credit man will 
require at least a net worth 
statem ent for even a moderate 
loan. Without adequate records 
-you will find it difficult to give 
him their net worth. 
Do you want to increase your 
net farm income? If so, you'll 
need still other records- soil 
tests and fertilizer applied are 
examples. 
So - organize your records to 
give you the level of informa­ 
tion that you will use. 
Second, 
you 
need adequate 
equipment for record keeping. 
Basic equipment is a good 
farm record work only - and 
.located in a quiet spot. Highly 
desirable is a farm office with 
space for a filing cabinet - an 
adding machine - perhaps 
a 
typewriter - and maybe even 
a desk calculator that will do 
multiplication 
and 
division. 
Adequate equipment takes out 
the drudgery of handling fig­ 
ures. 
Third, establish an operating 
procedure you can follow. 
1. 
Assign record 
keeping 


duties to one person. 
2. Set aside a regular time 
to do records - the same as any 
other farm job. Every day Is 
best - but at least once each 
week. 
3. Get a receipt or bill for 
each item of receipt or ex­ 
pense - whether paid for by 
check, cash or charged. 
4. Run all of your receipts 
and expenses through your bank 
account. 
5. Highly desirable are two 
separate bank accounts - one 
for family living and one for 
the farm business. 
T h e se 
suggestions 
should 
make record keeping a little 
easier and provide all the in­ 
formation you need to make 
maximum use of records.

PRACTICES FOR 
SAVING MORE PIGS 
PER LITTER OUTLINED 
Lots of pig® will be far- 
rowed m tlii> area in the next 
few w eeks, and of course we 
can usually 
expect aliout the 
coldest weather of the season 
about this tim e of year. 
This 
means that taking steps to save 
as many pigs as possible is of 
the utmost importance. 
Records show that it takes 
about 
six 
pigs per litter to 
pay the cost of the sow and lit­ 
tet to weaning. This means that 
we do not have room to Jose 
many pigs per litter if we ex­ 
pect to make a profit 
I won­ 
der if we realize just how cost- 
ly lo s s e s in baby pigs can be. 
About one-third of the pigs far­ 
rowed 
die before they reach 
weaning 
age. 
Research con­ 
ducted at various experiment 
stations has shown that 90 per 
cent of the total baby pig losses 
tftci f a 11owing wasteaboutone- 
seventh of all feed fed to hogs. 
If a pig dies at birth, it is 
usually 
considered 
that 
140 


pounds of feed Is lost which in­ 
cludes the pig's share of the 
feed eaten by the sow during 
the gestation period. If the pig 
dies at eight to ten weeks of 
age, about 260 pounds of feed 
is 
lost. These figures serve 
to show the importance of tak­ 
ing all possible steps to save 
as many pigs as possible dur­ 
ing the first few hours of their 
lives. 
About 18 per cent of all baby 
pig losses result from chilling 
or from pigs being crushed by 
the sow. Many such lo sses can 
he prevented by the use of 
heat lamps 
coupled with the 
use of farrowing sta llso r guard 
rails. Baby pigs are very easily 
chilled as is indicated by the 
fact that they can be chilled any 
time the tem perature drops be- 
low 60 degrees Fahrenheit. As 
we can 
see from this, heat 
lamps are necessary to pre- 
vent p.g lo sses from chilling 
during the kind of weather we 
can expect at this time of year. 
Two 200 watt infra-red heat 
lamps are often used over far-

The signup for the 1965 feed 
grain 
program now is under 
way in the ASCS County O ffice, 
Roy 
Proctor, Jr., Chairm an, 
Scott County ASCS Com m ittee 
has 
announced. 
The 
signup 
period 
started 
February 
8th 
and 
w ill 
continue 
through 
March 26, 1965. 
The Chairman explained that 
the 
program 
for 
1965 
is 
basically the sam e as in 1964. 
It is voluntary; and com bines 
corn, grain sorghum, and Imrley 
in a single feed grain base. 
Participating 
farm ers 
w ill 
qualify for diverted acre and 
price 
support paym ents, and 
they w ill be eligible for price 
support loans. 
F arm ers who take part in the 
program may divert for pay­ 
ment as sm all on acreage as 
20 per cent of the farm 's feed 
grain base, or as larg ea n a v er­ 
age as 50 per cent of the liase 
— or 
25 
acres, 
if this is 
la rger. 
There are two rates of diver­ 
sion payment offered. The low­ 
er rate applies to the first 20 
per cent of the feed grain l>ase 
actually diverted. The higher 
rate of pay applies to diverted 
acreage in excess of the mini­ 
mum. If both the intended di­ 
version and the acreage actually 
diverted are equal to at least 
40 per cent of the liase, the high­ 
er rate applies to the en tirpac­ 
reage diverted. 
New provisions in the 1965 
program include an opportunity 
to 
substitute feed grains for 
wheat, or wheat for feed grains, 
by grow ers who take part in 
both program s. 
Applications to take part in 
the 1965 feed grain program 
may be filed in the ASCS Coun­ 
ty Office from Mondays through 
Fridays at any time between 
the hours of 8:00 a.m . and 5:00 
p.in.

ter frost, easing the str e ss on 
livestock 
and 
bringing som e 
dormant perennials out of the 
soU. 
A sim ilar trend Is Indicated 
for the next 30 days through 
the middle of March. High p r es­ 
sure system s crossin g the Mid- 
South region wUl enter the west 
coast 
from the Pacific and 
cross the R ockies.

SocialSecurity 
for Farmers 
Self-em ployed 
farm ers are 
virtually assured social secur­ 
ity protection for them selves 
and their dependents by a spe­ 
cial provision in the social se­ 
curity law according to Paul 
Palm er, 
social 
security dis­ 
trict manager, and E . O. Book- 
waiter, D istrict D irector of In­ 
ternal Revenue. 
Mr. Palm er stated that farm 
owners and operators who have 
a gross 
incom e as little as 
$600 a year can get social se­ 
curity credit by using the op­ 
tional method for figuring their 
net annual earnings. 
Mr. Bookwalter sum m arized 
the optional provision as fol­ 
lows: 
If a farm er's gross income 
is at least $600, but less than 
$1,800, 
he has the option of 
counting either his actual net 
or two-thirds of his gross farm 
income for social security cre­ 
dit. 
If the gross fcirm income Is 
over $1,800 and net farm earn­ 
ings are under $1,200,a farm er 
may report either his actual net 
earnings or $1,200; if a firm - 
er's gross incom e exceeds $1 . 
800 and net farm earnings are 
$1,200 or m ore, he must 
the actual amount of his 
earnings. 
Mr. Palm er said that the op­ 
tion enables farm ers with low 
incom es to obtain credit to­ 
ward social 
security 
retire­ 
ment and disability benefits, as 
well as survivor benefits for 
their fim llie s in case of death. 
He em phasized, however, that 
a farm er must have net earn- 
lugs of at least $400 either ac- 
tual net earnings or by the op­ 
tional 
method, 
to get social 
security credit for the year. 
Information regarding taxes 
and tax return form s can he 
obtained from the Internal Rev­ 
enue Service office at Cape Gi­ 
rardeau. Q uestions about old- 
age, survivors, 
or disability 
insurance should be taken up 
with the 
social 
security of­ 
fice also at Cape Girardeau.

CARE FOR YOUR GLOVES 
Care plays a big role In ap­ 
pearance of gloves, according 
to Miss Jew el Grady, Clothing 
Home Economist. She reminds 
us that general washing instruc­ 
tions are usually given on a card 
inserted inside each pair of 
gloves. 
WASHING Most general wash­ 
ing w ill instruct that gloves be 
washed on the hands in luke 
warm water and mild soap com­ 
pletely dissolved. 
Miss Grady gives some addi­ 
tional suggestions for care: 
After gloves have been washed 
and rinsed on the hands, they 
should be removed and water 
allowed to run through the fing­ 
ers until the water is clean. 
Leather gloves should not be 
squeezed, sim ply blotted In a 
towel. 
If air is blown into fingers 
before drying gloves, the fing­ 
ers w ill retain their shape. 
Gloves should be placed to 
dry on a towel away from heat. 
Leather 
gloves 
should be 
finger pressed and kneaded on 
the 
hands 
before 
they 
are 
thoroughly dry. Otherwise, they 
w ill 
become 
hard and dis­ 
colored. Kneading brings back 
original shape and texture. They 
should then continue to dry on a 
towel away from heat. 
Wool gloves should be washed 
in cold water rather than luke­ 
warm, 
and with cold- water 
soap. 
STORAGE Long time storage 
in plastic bags dries out leath­ 
er. Natural oils In leathers may 
rub off on other gloves, if stored 
together. 
Both leather 
and 
fabric gloves should be kept in­ 
dividually 
wrapped in white 
tissue paper. Fo r long gloves, 
tissue paper stuffed In the por­ 
tion above the w rist eliminates 
creasing.

CONFERENCE HELD; 
A series of three crop produc­ 
tion conferences just completed 
February 18thattheC aruthers- 
ville Methodist Church were a t­ 
tended by an average of fifty- 
th ree farm ers and businessm en 
at each session. 
Crop 
diseases 
and insects 
w ere considered in the session 
of February 16th. 
Joe Scott, Extension Cotton 
Specialist, pointed out that the 
Delta loses 
84,000 bales of 
cotton annually from diseases. 
What can we do to combat 
this disease loss? Here are 
som e of the ways suggested 
by Scott: 


1. Choose disease resistant 
varieties. If Fusarium Wilt is 
a problem, Auburn M cotton 
should be planted. W here V er- 
t ic ill in Wilt is a problem , keep 
the land out of cotton for a 
couple of years, if possible. 
2. Shred and turn under cot­ 
ton stalks as early as possible 
afte r harvest. 
3. Plant treated seed. 
4. Use a soil tre a te r fungicide 
in the planter box. 
5. Plant only when the proper 
soil tem perature conditions are 
indicated. (Ten days with soil 
tem perature of above 60 de- 
grr->c F.)

YET I CAN'T help wondering when these 
curious folk are going to realize that we're 
now living in the 20th Century and that they 
would present a far better image to the world 
if they gave up their sterile ancestor-worship 
and observed the natal day of some modern 
American who more accurately represented the 
spirit of times. 
What's the matter with celebrating Walter 
Reuther 
or 
Harold 
Stassen's birthday? Or 
better yet, the birthday of Arthur Sylvester, 
who has so ably upheld the virtue of managing 
the news by letting the citizens know only 
what's fit for them? This progressive policy is 
now firmly entrenched in our State Department 
and is happily spreading to most of our Gov­ 
ernment agencies. 
For, with all deference to George, who may 
have been all right for the horse-and-buggy 
days, the principles he stood for are as dead 
as the dodo. 
It certainly doesn't

Nations commission to look into the matter. 
AND THOUGH the cherry tree legend has been 
debunked, it is still, 1 fear, basically sound in 
pointing the fatal flaw in the man's character. 
He recognized, true enough, the value of guile 
and deception as a wartime measure against 
potable Instance when he surprised the Hessians 
at Trenton and then outfoxed Cornwallis by 
withdrawing his men while leaving the camp­ 
fires burning so that, when Cornwallis moved n 
for the kill, the Continentals were already 
whaling the tar out of the British in Princeton. 
But he was unable, psychologically, to 
use 
this same craftiness in political life. Some pe­ 
culiar kink made him think it ignoble for the 
head of a nation to deceive his own people. 
“ Honesty is always the best policy" is the cliche 
he wrote and believed in, and double - talk 
and managed news were just not in him. 
That attitude may have been endurable in those 
days, but I doubt that Washington could get 
even a minor post with the current Adminis­ 
tration.

“ Any unnecessary delay

may 
spell 
unnecessary 
deaths and suffering because of 
the new drug that isn’t then* at 
the 
right tim e.” In 1959, he 
goes on, 63 new drugs 
were 
introduced; in 1960— 45; in 1961 
— 41; in 1962— 28; and In 1963- 
18. Mr. Rubin com m ents; “ This 
delay in bringing new re s e a rc h 
drugs into full use, I feel, is 
a result of panic and h y ste ria .. 
As a result of this panic, public 
p re s s u re has mounted to a point 
that government officials tend to 
‘play It sa fe’. 
After all, if a 
new re s e a rc h drug is not r e - 
- leased, this is the ‘safe’ way. 
That highlights the grave prob­ 
lem . 
No one opposes reason­ 
able drug regulation. 
But tin' 
d estru ctiveness of 
ex trem e 
regulatory m easu res should bo 
evident to all. 
if re s e a rc h is 
ham pered and discouraged, un­ 
known num bers of people will 
needlessly suffer and die, t r ­ 
eatise som e new drug that could 
have saved them w asn’t there.

WASHINGTON — In diagnos­ 
ing why we got em broiled in the 
V ietnam ese im passe w here we 
a re damned if we pull out and 
damned if we stay in, secret 
rep o rts show President Dwight 
D. Eisenhower should be given 
credit for being reasonably con­ 
sistent. 
During hectic backstage de­ 
bates 
over United States in­ 
volvement, he usually opposed 
the p re s s u re s of A dm iral Rad­ 
ford and Vice P resident Nixon 
to intervene, and John F oster 
Dulles, who vacillated. 
The story is im portant to any 
understanding of the 18 y e ars of 
tragic fighting m Indochina and 
the tough problem s the Johnson 
adm inistration faces there to­ 
day. 
It began early in 1954 when, 
on 
January 
12, S ecretary of 
State 
Dulles 
pronounced his 
famous doctrine of “ instant re­ 
taliation at tim es and places 
of our choosing.'’ Yet, at the 
sam e time, he hinted we might 
give ground by adding, “ It is 
normal that at som e tim es and 
at some places there may be 
sett>acks to the cause of free­ 
dom.” It was assum ed he was 
referring to Indochina. 
Rut 
Eisenhower, except on 
one occasion, was consistent. 
On February 12, he declared 
that all-out UJi. inti 
m 
Indochina would be a tragedy. 
On February 17, he reiterated 
that 
the 
United States would 
not support colonialism in Indo­ 
china 
On 
March 
10, 
he 
prom ised 
the 
United 
States 
would not get involved in the 
Indochina war without the au­ 
thority of C ongress. 
Ike’s pronouncem ents 
were 
based on 
the N avarre Plan, 
which called for mopping up the 
Communist 
g u errilla s slowly 
and system atically. Rut, in late 
March of 1954, General Ely, 
the toji French com m ander, a r ­ 
rived in Washington to report 
that the N avarre Plan was fail­ 
ing and that F ran ce might lose 
Indochina. 
There 
w ere even 
hints the French might pull out 
altogether. 
— IKE CHANGED TUNE— 
As a result, the National Se­ 
curity Council decided we must 
save Indochina and, on March 
24, Ike's statem ents changed. 
Indochina, he declared, was of 
“ transcendent im p o rtan ce" to 


the 
United 
States. However, 
when Nixon leaked to the A m eri­ 
can Society of Newspaper Edi­ 
to rs, on April 16, that the United 
States was considering sending 
troops to Indochina, the re ac­ 
tion from the public and Con­ 
g re s s was so violent that the 
Eisenhower adm inistration im ­ 
mediately backtracked. 
There has heen speculation 
a s to how history would have 
been w ritten had Nixon been 
m ore adept in answ ering the 
ed ito r's questions. His revela­ 
tion that the United States was 
planning to send troops was not 
p art of his form al speech. The 
Londpn 
Daily 
Telegraph, not 
bound by the secrecy pledge 
taken by A m erican ed itors,pub­ 
lished his 
statem ent, and it 
ricocheted 
a c ro s s 
the 
At­ 
lantic, making headlines with 
each cro ssing . 
The p rotest of the A m erican 
people was emphatic and un­ 
equivocal. They wanted no p art 
of involvement in the Indochina 
War. 
U was at tins point that Ad­ 
m iral A rthur Radford, chief tub- 
thumper 
for 
intervention, 
turned 
to our allies abroad, 
after Nixon dropped the word 
that the United States was plan­ 
ning to land troops. Anthony 
Eden, then B ritish Foreign Min­ 
iste r, got on the transatlantic 
telephone to warn Washington 
in no uncertain te rm s ttiat if 
the United States got into the 
Indochinese war it would have 
to figtit wittiout allies. 
— THE ADMIRAL 
WENT TOPSIDE— 
However, Radford went over 
Eden’s head d irect to Winston 
Churchill. It was an amazing 
role for a m ilitary rnan to play. 
Churchill was 
strong for the 
preservation of an allied front 
against 
Comm unist expansion 
in the F ar E ast, but there was 
one tiling he wor ried about even 
m ore — namely, Hong Kong. 
This B ritish rock off the coast 
of China was worth m ore to 
him as a symbol of B ritish 
might 
than the loss of Indo­ 
china and the threat to the rub­ 
ber and tin of Malaysia. So 
when Adm iral Radford talked 
alxmt a naval blockade of the 
China coast, Churchill began 
to worry atrout Hong Kong. A 
blockade would kill its trade.

Tlius 
Molotov com pletely took over 
at the Geneva Conference which 
carved up Lidochina. 
As for John F o ste r D ulles,he 
seem ed m ore interested in im­ 
pressing C ongress than the a c ­ 
tual te rm s of the Lidochina set­ 
tlem ent. 
The adm inistration had taken 
a sec re t poll on Capitol Hill to 
find out how many Congressm en 
would support any decisive mili­ 
tary action in Lidochina.

what’s fit for them? This progressive policy is 
now firmly entrenched in our State Department 
and is happily spreading to most of our Gov­ 
ernment agencies.

AND THOUGH the cherry tree legend has been 
debunked, it is still, I fear, basically sound in 
pointing the fatal flaw in the man’s character. 
He recognized, true enough, the value of guile 
and deception as a wartime measure against 
potable instance when he surprised the Hessians 
at Trenton and then outfoxed Cornwallis by 
withdrawing his men while leaving the camp­ 
fires burning so that, when Cornwallis moved n 
for the kill, the Continentals were already 
whaling the tar out of the British in Princeton. 
But he was unable, psychologically, to 
use 
this same craftiness in political life. Some pe­ 
culiar kink made him think it ignoble for the 
head of a nation to deceive his own people. 
“ Honesty is always the best policy” is the cliche 
he wrote and believed in, and double - talk 
and managed news were just not in him. 
That attitude may have been endurable in those 
days, but I doubt that Washington could get 
even a minor post with the current Adminis­ 
tration.

The Washington Merry-Go-Round

WASHINGTON — In diagnos­ 
ing why we got em broiled in the 
_ V ietnamese im passe where we 
a re damned if we pull out and 
damned if we stay in, secret 
repo rts show President Dwight 
D. Eisenhower should be given 
credit for being reasonably con­ 
sistent. 
During hectic liackstage de­ 
bates 
over United States in­ 
volvement, he usually opposed 
the p re s s u re s of A dm iral Rad­ 
ford and Vice President Nixon 
to intervene, and John F oster 
Dulles, who vacillated. 
Tile story is im portant to any 
understanding of tile 18 y ears of 
tragic fighting in Indochina and 
the tough p ro b lem s the Johnson 
adm inistration faces there to­ 
day. 
It began early iii 1954 when, 
on 
January 
12, S ecretary of 
State 
Dulles 
pronounced his 
famous doctrine of “ instant re ­ 
taliation at tim es and places 
of our choosing.” Yet, at the 
sam e time, he hinted we might 
give ground by adding, “ It is 
normal that at som e tu nes and 
at some p laces there may be 
setbacks to the cause of free­ 
dom.” It was assum ed he was 
referrin g to Indochina.

Ike’s pronouncem ents

But, in late 
March of 1954, General Ely, 
the top French com m ander, a r ­ 
rived in Washington to report 
that the N avarre Plan was fail­ 
ing and that F ran ce might lose 
Indochina. 
T here 
w ere even 
hints the French might pull out 
altogether. 
— IKE CHANGED TUNE— 
As a result, the National Se­ 
curity Council decided we must 
save Indochina and, on March 
24, Ike’s statem en ts changed. 
Indochina, lie d eclared, was of 
“ transcendent im portance” to 


the 
United 
States. However, 
when Nixon leaked to the A m eri­ 
can Society of Newspaper Edi­ 
to rs, on April IG, that the United 
States was considering sending 
troops to Indochina, the re a c ­ 
tion from the public and Con­ 
g re s s was so violent that the 
Eisenhow er adm inistration im­ 
m ediately backtracked. 
T here has been speculation 
a s to how history would have 
been written bad Nixon been 
m ore adept in answ ering the 
editor’s questions. His revela­ 
tion that the United States was 
planning to send troops was not 
part of his form al speech. The 
London 
Daily 
Telegraph, not 
bound by die secrecy pledge 
taken by A m erican editors, pub­ 
lished his 
statem ent, and it 
ricocheted 
a c ro s s 
the 
At­ 
lantic, making headlines with 
each crossing. 
Tile protest of the A m erican 
people was emphatic and un­ 
equivocal. They wanted no part 
of involvement in the Indochina 
War. 
It was at this point that Ad­ 
m iral A rthu r Radford, chief tub- 
thum per 
for 
intervention, 
turned 
to our allies abroad, 
after Nixon dropped the word 
that the United States was plan­ 
ning to land troops. Anthony 
Eden, then B ritish Foreign Min­ 
iste r, got on the transatlantic 
telephone to warn Washington 
In no uncertain te rm s that if 
the United States got into the 
Indochinese war it would have 
to fight without allies. 
— THE ADMIRAL 
WENT TOPSIDE— 
However, Radford went over 
Eden’s head direct to Winston 
C hurchill. It was an amazing 
role for a m ilitary man to play. 
Churchill was 
strong for the 
preserv ation of an allied front 
against 
Comm unist expansion 
in the F a r East, but there was 
on*' thing he wor ried about even 
m ore — namely, Hung Kong. 
This B ritish rock off the coast 
of China was worth m ore to 
him 
as a symbol of British 
might 
than the loss of Indo­ 
china and the ttireat to th*' rub­ 
ber and 
tin of Malaysia. So 
when A dm iral Radford talked 
about a naval blockade of the 
China 
coast, Churchill began 
to worry about Hong Kong. A 
blockade would kill its trade.

23, 1954. The British cabinet 
met A pril 25, and afterw ard s 
Foreign M inister Eden flew to 
Geneva to report that the B rit­ 
ish Tory government would not 
even give m oral backing to in­ 
tervention. 
It’s significant to 
note that, in contrast, B ritain’s 
lalKir governm ent is supporting 
P residen t Johnson today. 
It was a fte r the British con­ 
serv ativ e s refused support that 
the F ren ch turned to Foreign 
M inister Molotov in Moscow. 
It was actually Molotov who in­ 
tervened with the Red Chinese 
and ta ile d out the French and 
dictated the com prom ise ground 
ru les for Indochina for the next 
ten y e a rs . 
— MOSCOW TO RESCUE— 
Since 
the 
Eisenhower ad ­ 
m inistration had failed to ta c k 
up its tough talk about coming 
to F ra n c e ’s rescue we w ere in 
no position to object 
to t h e 
French appeal to Moscow. Tlius 
Molotov completely took ov er 
at the Geneva Conference which 
carved up Indochina. 
As for John F oster Dulles, he 
seem ed m o re interested in im ­ 
p ressin g C ongress than the a c ­ 
tual te rm s of the Indochina s e t­ 
tlem ent. 
The adm inistration had taken 
a .secret poll on Capitol Hill to 
find out how many Congressm en 
would support any decisive m ili­ 
tary action in Indochina. The 
poll showed only five co ng ress­ 
men willing to see the United 
S tates go to w ar. So, from the

Nearly 
everyone 
connected 
with the business of farming 
stresses the need for good rec­ 
ords. These same people, in­ 
cluding 
many 
farmers, often 
say their records are not near­ 
ly 
as complete and accurate 
as they should lie. 
After 
working with farmers 
for several years, I have de­ 
cided there are three very im­ 
portant things to do if you are 
to make maximum use of farm 
records. 
F irst, 
decide 
what use you 
will make of your records after 
you have kept them. Is it for 
Income tax reporting only? Then 
organize your records for in- 
* come tax reporting only. 
But records for income tax re­ 
porting only — will not give 
you th** farm business infor­ 
mation 
that you often 
need. 
Modern farming requires con­ 
siderable amounts of l>orrowed 
money. Your credit man will 
require at least a net worth 
statement for even a moderate 
loan. Without adequate records 
-you will find it difficult to give 
him their net worth. 
Do you want to increase your 
net farm income? If so, you’ll 
need still other records- soil 
tests and fertilizer applied are 
examples. 
So - organize your records to 
give you the level of informa­ 
tion that you will use. 
Second, 
you 
need adequate 
equipment for record keeping. 
Basic equipment 
is a good 
farm record work only - and 
.located in a quiet spot. Highly 
desirable is a farm office with 
space for a filing cabinet - an 
adding machine - perhaps 
a 
typewriter - and rn ay tie even 
a desk calculator that will do 
multiplication 
and 
division. 
Adequate equipment takes out 
the drudgery of handling fig­ 
ures. 
Third, establish an operating 
procedure you can follow. 
I. 
Assign record 
keeping 


duties to one person. 
2. Set aside a regular time 
to do records - the same as any 
other farm job. Every day is 
best - but at least once each 
week. 
3. Get a receipt or bill for 
each 
item of receipt or ex­ 
pense - whether paid for by 
check, cash or charged. 
4. Run all of your receipts 
and expenses through your bank 
account. 
5. Highly desirable are two 
separate bank accounts - one 
for family living and one for 
the farm business. 
T h e s e 
suggestions 
should 
make record keeping a little 
ea sier and provide all the in­ 
formation you need to make 
maximum use of records.

pounds of feed is lost which in­ 
cludes the pig's share of the 
feed eaten by the sow during 
the gestation period. If the pig 
dies at eight to ten weeks of 
age, about 260 pounds of feed 
is lost. These figures serve 
to show the importance of tak­ 
ing all possible steps to save 
as many pigs as possible dur­ 
ing the first few hours of their 
lives. 
About 18 per ce.it of all baby 
pig losses result from chilling 
or from pigs being crushed by 
the sow. Many such losses can 
be prevented by the use of 
heat lamps coupled with the 
use of farrowing stallsoi guard 
rails. Baby pigs are very easily 
chilled as is Indicated by the 
fact that they can be chilled any 
time the temperature drops be­ 
low 66 degrees Fahrenheit. As 
we can see from this, heat 
lamps are necessary to pre­ 
vent p.g losses from chilling 
during the kind of weather we 
can expect at this time of year. 
Two 260 watt infra-red heat 
lamps are often used over far­ 


rowing stalls during the first 12 
to 24 tiours after the sow far­ 
rows. Tins includes one over 
the farrowing area and one over 
the nursing area. After the first 
(Jay, one lamp used over the 
protected area for the pigs is 
usually sufficient. Experiments 
conducted at P u r ue University 
showed that an average of 1.5 
more pigs per litter were saved 
by the use of brooders when 
sows farrowed during February 
and March, and pigs on which 
brooders were used average 1.4 
pounds more weight per pig at 
weaning. 
The use of farrowing stalls 
or guard rails in the farrow­ 
ing pen will usually mean one 
or more additional pigs saved 
per litter. 
Farrowing 
stalls 
are probably more effective 
and are practical in central 
type farrowing houses, where­ 
as guard rails are usually used 
lri individual farrowing houses. 
Plans and information for con­ 
structing both farrowing stalls 
and guard rails maybeobtained 
at your County University Ex­ 
tension Center. 
Several days in advance of 
farrowing, the farrowing pen 
should be thoroughly cleaned 
and disinfected to reduce the 
chances of the pigs picking up 
diseases and parasites. The 
pen should be scrubbed with 
a 
boiling 
hot 
solution 
of 


lye water made by mixing one 
can of lye 
to 20 gallons of 
water. After this the pen should 
tie bedded with 
straw. Care 
should be taken to apply enough 
bedding to cover the floor, but 
not enough to allow the pigs to 
burrow up in it to hinder the 
movement of the pigs and pre­ 
vent their being seen by the 
sow. 
It is always a good idea to 
move the sow to the farrowing 
quarters three or four days be­ 
fore she is due to farrow. Tins 
will allow her to become ad­ 
justed to her new surroundings; 
consequently, she will lie more 
settled at farrowing time. 
It 
Is 
very 
important that 
someone tie on hand when the 
sow farrows. As soon as the 
pigs are farrowed, they should 
be dried off and placed under 
the heat lamp to prevent them 
from chilling or being laid on 
by the sow. The navel cord 
should be clipped and the stub 
dipped In an iodine solution to 
prevent infection. It is also im­ 
portant tiiat the pigs nurse soon 
after birth as the first milk, or 
colostrum as it Is commonly 
known, contains vitamins and 
antibodies that will help pigs 
in their fight against infectious 
disease organisms. 
If the sow becomes nervous 
or irritable after furrowing, the 
pigs should lie removed from 


the pen and returned every two 
or three hours to nurse until 
the sow becomes quiet and set­ 
tled. Care should be taken to 
see that the pigs get enough 
milk 
for 
proper growth es­ 
pecially during the first eight 
weeks of their lives. 
Time spent in properly taking 
care of pigs at and soon after 
farrowing will mean more pigs 
saved 
and 
increased profits 
from ttie hog enterprise.

Social Security 
for Farmers 
Self-employed farm ers are 
virtually assured social secur­ 
ity protection for themselves 
and their dependents by a spe­ 
cial provision in the social so- 
curity law according to Paul 
Palmer, social 
security dis­ 
trict manager, and E. O. Book- 
waiter, District Director of In­ 
ternal Revenue. 
Mr. Palmer stated that farm 
owners and operators who have 
a gross income as little as 
$600 a year can get social se­ 
curity credit by using the op­ 
tional method for figuring their 
net annual earnings. 
Mr. bookwalter summarized 
the optional provision as fol­ 
lows: 
If a farm er's gross income 
is at least $600, but less than 
$1,800, he has the option of 
counting either his actual net 
or two-thirds of his gross farm 
income for social security cre­ 
dit. 
If the gross fUrm Income Is 
over $1,800 and net farm earn­ 
ings are under $1,200,a farm er 
may report either hisactualnet 
earnings or $1,200; if a farm­ 
e r's gross income exceeds $1,- 
800 and net farm earnings are 
$1,200 or more, he must use 
the actual amount of his net 
earnings. 
Mr. Palmer said that the op­ 
tion enables farm ers with low 
incomes to obtain credit to­ 
ward social security retire­ 
ment and disability benefits, as 
well as survivor benefits for 
their families in case of death.

CROP PRODUCTION 
CONFERENCE HELD: 
A series of three crop produc­ 
tion conferences just completed 
February 18that the C am thers- 
vllle Methodist Church were at­ 
tended by an average of fifty- 
three farm ers and businessm en 
at each session. 
Crop 
diseases 
and insects 
w ere considered in the session 
of February 16th. 
Joe Scott, Extension Cotton 
Specialist, pointed out that the 
Delta loses 
84,000 bales of 
cotton annually from diseases. 
What can we do to combat 
this disease lo ss0 Here are 
som e of the ways suggested 
by Scott: 


1. Choose disease resistant 
varieties. If Fusarium Wilt is 
a 
problem, Auburn M cotton 
should be planted. Where V er- 
tlcillin Wilt 1s a problem , keep 
the land out of cotton for a 
couple of years, if possible. 
2. Shred and turn under cot­ 
ton stalks as early as possible 
after harvest. 
3. Plant treated seed 
4. Use a soil tre a te r fungicide 
in the planter box. 
5. Plant only when the proper 
soil tem perature conditions are 
Indicated. (Ten days with soil 
tem perature of above 60 de­ 
g r e e F.) 


In the case of soyleans, plant 
the more discease 
resistant 
varieties where diseases are a 
problem . 
Crop Insects always take their 
toll and 1965 was no exception, 
according to Flernoy Jones, 
Area Entomology Agent. Jones 
pointed out that the cotton boll 
worm which is also the corn ear 
w orm , tomato 
worm 
or bud 
worm , probably did the most 
damage in 1964. In addition, to 
affecting cotton and corn, the 
boll 
worm also ate soybean 
pods. The tim ing and accuracy 
of sprays for the boll worm are 
very critical, Jones said. In 
fact, poorly tim ed spraying (too 
late) is deterlm ental, he said. 
The Cotton 
Insect Scouting 
Program under Jone’s super­ 
vision, 
covers 
around 
one- 
fourth of the cotton crop in 
M issouri. The Information from 
the cotton Insect scouts is sum ­ 
m arized and sent out in a news­ 
le tte r to grow ers. This letter 
does help farm ers know the

C O N FER EN C E H EI D: 
A series of three crop produc­ 
tion conferences just completed 
February 18th at the Caruthers­ 
v ille Methodist Church were at­ 
tended by an average of fifty- 
three farm ers and businessmen 
at each session. 
Crop 
diseases 
and insects 
were considered in the session 
of February 16th. 
Jo e Scott, 
Extension Cotton 
Specialist, pointed out that the 
Delta loses 
84,000 bales of 
cotton annually from diseases. 
What 
can 
we 
do 
to combat 
this 
disease 
loss? Here are 
some 
of the ways suggested 
by Scott: 


1. 
Choose disease resistant 
varieties. If Fusarlum W ilt is 
a 
problem, Auburn M cotton 
should be planted. Where Ver- 
t ic ill in W ilt Is a problem, keep 
the 
land out of cotton for a 
couple 
of years, if possible. 
2. Shred and turn under cot­ 
ton stalks as early as possible 
after harvest. 
3. Plant treated seed 
4. Use a soil treater fungicide 
In the planter box. 
5. Plant only when the proper 
soil temperature conditions are 
indicated. (Ten days with soil 
tem perature of above 60 de­ 
g r e e F .) 


In the case of soybeans, plant 
the 
more 
discease 
resistant 
varieties where diseases are a 
problem. 
Crop Insects always take their 
toll and 1965 was no exception, 
according to 
Flernoy Jones, 
A rea Entomology Agent. Jones 
pointed out that the cotton boll 
worm which is also the corn ear 
worm , tomato 
worm 
or bud 
worm , probably did the most 
damage in 1964. In addition, to 
affecting cotton and corn, the 
boll 
worm 
also ate soybean 
pods. The timing and accuracy 
of sprays for the boll worm are 
very 
critical, Jones said. In 
fact, poorly timed spraying(too 
late) is deterimental, he said. 
The Cotton 
Insect Scouting 
Program under Jone’s super­ 
vision, 
covers 
around 
one- 
fourth 
of the cotton crop in 
M issouri. The information from 
the cotton Insect scouts is sum­ 
m arized and sent out In a news­ 
letter to growers.
